Deeper Than 
Any Man Has 
Gone Before 


W A S H IN G T O N 
(AP) 
— 
Two Navy scientists descend­ 
ed in a bathyscaph Saturday 
into the deepest hole in the 
ocean, more than seven miles 
down in the chill and dark 
bottom of the Pacific off the 
island of Guam. 
The Navy said that Jacques 
Piccard, of the famous Swiss 
scientific family, and Navy 
It. Don W alsh had given their 
first report of what it was like 
to sit for half an hour 37,800 
feet down in the M arianas 
Trench, deeper than any man 
has gone before. 
The Navy relayed to newsmen 
here 
the 
following 
description, 
based on an early report from 
the two men after the bathyscaph 
Trieste had surfaced 210 miles 
southwest of Guam shortly after 
noon. 
“It was very cold at the bottom. 
Both were wet when they cam s 
out of the Trieste and their teeth 
were 
chattering. 
Navy 
experts 
said they did not take this to 
mean the craft leaked. 
“They related that they had 
spent approximately one-half hour 
on the bottom and could see living 
and moving objects at 37.800 feet. 
The bottom was very soft and 
when they landed they stirred up 
silt and what they termed ‘dust.* 
The lights were turned on as soon 
as the bottom was calm but it 
was a few minutes before they 
could see anything.

Of Vital Importance 


The forthcoming school district tax 
rate election presents a real challenge 
to the voters and taxpayers of the area. 
Simply stated, the challenge is to 
provide the funds necessary to main­ 
tain and improve our school system. 
* Technically stated, the proposition 
is whether the Board 
of Education 
shall he authorized to levy up to $1.80 
per $ 1 00 of assessed valuation for edu­ 
cational purposes. 
Back in 1947 the voters of the dis­ 
trict authorized a maximum levy of 
$1.40 for the educational fund, so the 
present proposal of the Board calls for 
a forty cent increase. If approved, this 


would mean an increase in tax bills of 
$4.00 per thousand dollars of valuation. 
In the time remaining before the 
election, scheduled for Saturday, Fe b ­ 
ruary 20, 1960, the Board of Education 
and its representatives will endeavor to 
discuss the pressing financial needs of 
the district and to explain the reasons 
for seeking increased tax revenues. 
Every citizen should give thought­ 
ful consideration to the facts presented, 
both the pros and the cons of the issue, 
remembering always the fundamental 
truth that the maintenance of a fine 
school system is of vital importance to 
the community.

Those meetings will be of supreme 
interest to the entire world. They will 
begin barely two weeks after the mid- 
May summit conference in Paris. Their 
fruitfulness obviously will be closely 
related to the success or failure of the 
Paris parleys. 


A 
feeling 
exists 
in 
Washington 
diplomatic quarters that Khrushchev 
will be under some pressure to permit 
at least some progress at the summit. 
To do otherwise would be automatic­ 


ally to cast a heavy pall over the Pres­ 
ident’s June visit. 
In spite of this reasoning, diplo­ 
mate here are not strongly hopeful of 
good results at Paris, in Moscow, or in 
any subsequent session in 1960. 
Khrushchev, who for a long time 


after his Camp David meeting with Mr. 
Eisenhower used the soft pedal, has 
lately begun to build up new pressures 
on the shaky Berlin issue. 
He charges the W est with stalling, 
and threatens anew to sign a separate 
peace treaty with East Germany. The 
effect of this would be not only to block 
German unification on any terms satis­ 
factory to the West, but to give Russia 
and East Germany (which surrounds 
Berlin) phony arguments for denying 
us access of West Berlin. 
Undoubtedly Khrushchev wants all 
the bargaining advantages he can mus­ 
ter at Paris, and he is not about to let 
the W est forget his old terms. 
Y e t if he has any genuine thought 
that some kind of accommodation may 
emerge from the summit and the Presi­ 
d ent’s visit, he would do well to set a 
more hopeful tone by indicating that 
his terms will not be clung to with un­ 
yielding tenacity. 
It takes two to tango. Khrushchev’s 
idea of the diplomatic dance seems to 
be a solo virtuoso performance, with 
his partners just waving graceful fans 
to set him off.
